If AN SMUTS hns been sent lo Dublin to confer 
j \vilh the Sinn Fein-Unionist leaders who arc 
debating the British pe;ice conference proposal. 


Who is Jan Smuts? 
He is Die premier of South Africa—which 


neons that be is practically the president, as we 
would understand it, of one of the greatest of 
Britain's self-governing dominions. He is a sort 
<tf a British official now, but there was a time 
not so long ago when he was fighting the British. 
For Smuts believes more passionately and de- 
votedly than most men in freedom, and lie 
fought for the freedom of his country against 
Britain in the Boer war. 
After England crushed 


the Boers Smuts made the best of it. The Boers 
got good terms of peace and practical self-gov- 
ernment, and of late years Smuts, the Boer gen- 
eral, has been the elected executive of Boers 
find Englishmen in the dominion. 


Do not think that Smuts has lost bis love 


of liberty because be is now an official under 
the British Empire. He showed that he, bad not 
when, at the peace conference 
of Versailles 


where he represented his country of South Af- 
rica, he was tbc only man of all the delegates 
who had the courage to rise and tell that dis- 
tinguished gathering that it had made a bad 
peace. He told (hem that it was a peace, of im- 
perialism and told them why. He spoke a good 
word for tbc defeated enemy in the name of lib- 
ierty in an assembly where it was only orthodox 
find respectable lo declare that Germany was 
(Only a mad dag and had to be treated like a mad 
(clog. The peace conference gasped at his nerve. 
Then they went ahead and signed the peace, but 
n good deal of what Jan Smuts told them would 
happen has happened, and the peace of Ver- 
sailles has already begun to shake apart at some 
iof the places where be had the vision and" the 
courage to tell its makers it was wrong. There- 
are few of the treaty-makers who emerged from 
[Versailles with reputations as statesmen as good 
ias when they entered it. Perhaps Smuts is the 
only one whose reputation added any luster in 
"Ihe "Battle of Paris." 


Smuts is the kind of a man that England 


should have sent to Ireland a long time ago. 
Perhaps1 if he had been sent instead of military 
[leather-heads whose idea of diplomatic finesse 
nvas to cry "shoot 'em down" there would have 
ibeen less for both England and 'Ireland to for- 
fiet. He is a liberal, a progressive, a democrat. 
-fie is a. realist, who does not sulk when he is 
talked of bis utmost purpose, but is willing to 
lake the best lie can gel and go ahead with no 
unalicc or ill-will. He. is the rare, combination 
.of the idealist and the. man 
of action which 


.makes for sound statesmanship. He should be 
£ood for the Irish situation—and not the less, 
]>erhaps, that he is neither English nor Irish but 
in some degree a neutral observer, able to get 
*m outsider's perspective on the real merits of 
'the quarrel. 


It is a tough job for any man. 
Too many 


"bigots and reactionaries have stirred the pot for 
:loo long for even the wisest to clear the brew 
iout of hand. But Smuts is of the breed that 
(•should he able to do as much loward a settle- 
ment as any, and it is of hopeful augury that 
-England hns had -moderation enough to com- 
mission him for the effort. 


tnry Denby at whom he seems just now covert- • 
ly to have stuck out his tongue. Admiral Sims i

that useful criticism is rewarded. There, may he. 
something in this insofar as it goes to the mer- 
its of naval equipment and program, but Sims" 
criticism seems naturally to take a personal 
turn, and to he meddlesome rather than con- 
structive, if indeed not to savor of malice.

Perhaps Secretary 
Denby can find a way to relieve him. especially 
as it would take no great stretch of imagination 
on the secretary's part to consider himself the 
admiral's target in his latest broadside. 
Should 


the felicitous exchange of compliments between 
the secretary and the. admiral result in the lat- 
tcr's emancipation from the burdens of naval 
authority, a job awaits him made to order. He 
could step into the shoes, or the ink well, of the. 
learned ambassador to England, and so aptly 
that perhaps the North American and the Week- 
ly would remain unconscious of the change. Of 
course this might raise the question of what to 
do with Colonel Harvey upon the occasion of the 
latter's recall, which would seem to be due safe- 
ly in advance, of the next biennial elections. Or 
the colonel might raise the admiral to the peer- 
age, or at least find him an orphaned constitu- 
ency for the house of commons. The two seem 
to be a case of "An Error in The Fourth Dimen- 
sion'', with reverse English.
